Petit Mal Type of Epi- 
lepsy May Begin With 
Very Slight Twitching of 
Muscles 


WROTE yesterday of the 

Grand Mal type of epilepsy, 
its symptoms, and some of its 
yesults. The Petit Mal, or mild 
type is different in many ways, 
but may pro- 
duce the same 
results. In 
many cases 
the patient 
suffers from 
both _ types. 
the Petit Mal 
manif esta- 
tions occur- 
ring between 
the Grand 
Mal attacks. 

The Petit 
Mal attacks 
occur in vari- 
ous degrees 
of severity, 
often: being so slight that they 
pass unnoticed for a long time. 
They may consist in only mo- 
mentary loss of consciousness as 
shown by a slight swaying of the 
body. They may fall against a 
wall or chair and say they 
stumbled. 

It may only be a slight jerk of 
the head or of a hand or arm, 
the twitching of an eye, a stop- 
page of speech for a ward or two. 
they go on where they left off or 
a word or two may be dropped. 
A leg may suddenly kick out or 
back. They may yawn suddenly, 
ox chew their gums or teeth. 
Thev may suiter sudder atlicks 
oi biindness or roaring of the 
ears, 

The skin may become sudden- 
ly blanched, but the color soon 
returns. All these symptoms may 
be prolonged ahd may merge 
into Grand Mal attacks. Various 
attacks usually occur in the same 
muscles or group of muscles, and 
in that way the cause of the 
miovement may attract attention 
to the nature of the trouble. 


* * * 


'UCH has been written about 
the cause and cure of epi- 
lepsy, but thus far not much is 
known. The relationship of epi- 


lepsy to infantile convulsions is 
one that is not settled, but it 
avnpears that infantile convul- 
stons when very severe and very 
prolonged may lead to epilepsy. . 

The question of heredity is an 
important one, various studies 
indicating that many of the chil- 
dren of epileptics suffer from 
some form of mental or physical 
deterioration. In a great majority 
of cases, the ancestors of an epi- 
leptic can be found to have suf- 
fered from some form of mental 
or nervous;disorder. 


A mother or father who suffers 
from migraine may produce an 
epileptic child. Almost always 
someone can be found who was 
an alcoholic or had violent fits of 
tsmper or depression. or who in- 
dicated suicidal tendencles. 

In other parentage there are 
deformities of muscles and bone 
formation, such as cleft palate, 
cluk foot, andthe like. These de- 
formities do not indicate mental 
or ..-.vous deterioration. but 
occur more frequently in epilept:.: 
families.
